superintendent's  REPORT. 

Members  of  the  School  Board: 

During  the  year  a  note  of  $1000  has  been  paid 
and  the  school  district  has  no  indebtedness. 

Expenses  for  the  current  year  v^ere  fairly  es- 
timated in  the  budget  and  no  deficiency  is  antici- 
pated. 

The  budget  presented  for  next  year  is  nearly 
the  same  as  last.  An  increase  is  noted  for  medical 
inspection  but  the  total  amount  is  not  above  that 
approved  by  the  state  in  state-aided  towns  and  v^ill 
be  paid  back  as  a  rebate  or  part  of  the  equalization 
fund.  After  paying  our  insurance  bill  this  year, 
we  shall  be  paid  up  to  1925. 

It  will  be  a  good  policy  to  raise  money  enough 
each  year  so  that  the  school  houses  can  be  kept 
painted  and  in  good  condition. 

The  inside  painting  at  the  Hill  last  summer 
made  the  rooms  lighter  and  attractive.  Electric 
lights  in  this  building  would  be  desirable. 

The  report  of  the  medical  inspection  shows 
that  a   large   number   of   cases   were   treated   last 
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year.  This  is  gratifying.  The  legislature  may 
increase  the  equalization  fund  sufficiently  so  that 
several  towns  may  unite  in  securing  a  school  nurse 
and  sharing  her  services.  A  state-aided  district 
would  receive  back  its  share  of  the  expense  as  a  re- 
bate or  a  part  of  the  equalization  fund. 

The  equalized  valuation  for  Jefferson  for  1923 
is  $1,236,037.  This  amount  is  not  official  at  this 
writing.  At  the  time  of  the  school  meeting  the 
board  will  know  the  amount  of  state  aid  for  next 
year  and  whether  an  appropriation  beyond  a  $5 
tax  or  equalized  valuation  will  be  necessary  to  bal* 
ance  the  elementry  budget. 

I  have  heaid  a  great  deal  of  commendation 
from  parents  for  those  teachers  who  have  planned 
hot  lunches  for  the  pupils  during  the  winter. 

Last  year  the  average  attendance  of  all  pupils 
in  Jefferson  was  90  per  cent.  This  is  too  low.  It 
means  a  ten  per  cent  loss  from  absence,  five  per 
cent  of  which  is  avoidable.  In  money  is  means*  a 
waste  of  a  thousand  dollars. 

Tardiness  in  some  districts  has  been  excessive. 
The  high  school  will  fail  to  gain  state  approval  on 
account  of  its  taidiness  record  unless  every  pupil 
has  a  practically  perfect  record  for  the  rest  of  the 
year.  I  am  disposed  to  lay  the  blame  on  parents  as 
well  as  teachers  and  pupils. 

The  school  board  and  superintendent  feel 
grateful  to  the  teachers  for  their  effort  and  interest.
